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Murdered by Righwaymen.
TWO PAYMABTERS KILLED ON A WILKES.
BAHRIRE MOUNTAIN.

Winkesnanng, Pa., Oct, 10—A most dur-
ing robbery wnd murder ocoured this morn
fog a fow miles from bere on the Wilkes-
barre mountsin. T'wo paymasters, John
B. MeClure sod J, Flavagan, of Philadel
pbia, and their horse, were shot dead, and
a sum of money, umounting to 12,000, in
thelr possession wis taken by the murder-
ers. The murdered men were on thelr
way to pay the workmen on McFadden's
new branch of the Lehigh Valloy ruilrosd
between Mill Ureck and Laurel ran, They
were riding along in & bugegy through
strip of woods to the place where the pay-
ments were 1o be made, when the high.
waymen stepped out of the wooids, sod,
crying "Halt!" they shot the borse dead
and al8o both the paymusters, The money
was lo a box wna was composed of gold
and silver, which the robbers took and
fled at once for purls unkoown, The dar-
tog et has cansed a great deal of excite:
ment here, aud all efforts are being made
by police, detectives and citizens o onp-
wure the villalos.

Bhortly after the Wyoming national bank
opeoed this morning Mr. McClure, wccom-
panied by his assistant, Hugh Flanngao,

sible for the robbers to  overtake Lim,
But & third party wos in waiting at  the
top of the hill who shot the horse w3 he
came up.  The robbers then took from the
buggy the valise contaming the money and
eseaped to the woods,  Within ten minutes
¢s Uontractor MoFadden came down from
the ratlrond eamp nad found the borse
standing still alive aod MeCiure's dend
body under the buggy. MeFadden drove
back to the camp, seoured ald aod agein
drove down. ‘They then diseovered thut
the murder and robbery had been commit.
ed, und driving dowa the roud they found
Flaosgan's body. Coming tu town they
gove the alirm nnd soon the country was
swarming with offleers and volunteers.
Arrests have been made, but thoy were
not the parties wanted, The robbers were
armed with breechdoading rifles. Fluns-
